LATE  FOREIGN  DEVELOPMENTS 

CANADA:    Warmer  weather  during  the  last  week  of  June  stimulated  crop 
growth  in  all  parts  of  Canada.     Continued,  heat  and  dry  weather  are  needed 
for  the  completion  of  seedings  in  eastern  areas,  and  to  hasten  late  crops. 
In- the  Prairie  Provinces  crops  made  rapid  progress  where  moisture  was  favor- 
able.     Drought,  however,  continues  in  southeastern  Alberta,  and  conditions 
are  "becoming  serious  in  that  area^     Early  wheat  and  "barley  are  in  the  shot- 
blade  stage,  and  height  of  wheat  ranges  from  9  to  16  inches.    All  crops  are 
well  rooted,  with  heavy  stands.    Except  in  the  dry  area  the  outlook  on  the 
Prairies  is  promising,  though  development  is  still  behind  normal.  Peed 
grains  are  generally  showing  satisfactory  growth.     Crops  in  Ontario  and 
Quebec  improved  during  the  recent  fine  weather.    Hay  harvests  are  now  under 
way^  in  the  Eastern  Provinces,  and  yields  are  reported  to  be  heavy. 

AUSTRALIA:  Moisture  is  needed  for  germination  of  early  sown  grains 
and  for  completion  of  late  seeding.  Trade  reports  indicate  further  reduc- 
tion in  forecasts  of  probable  acreage. 

DENMARK:    Hog  numbers  as  of  May  8,  1943,  were  estimated  at  1,866,000 
head,  a  slight  decrease  below  the  March  figures  but  an  increase  of  61  per- 
cent above  May  a  year  ago,  when  numbers  were  at  the  lowest  wartime  level.  t 
Despite  the  increase  noticed  since  then,  numbers  are  still  40  percent  below 
the  pre-war  average.     The  May  estimate  for  suckling  pigs  and  slaughter  stock, 
in  thousands  of  head,  are  as  follows,  with  May  1942  numbers  given  in  paren- 
theses:    Suckling  pigs,  406  (256);  hogs  over  132  pounds,  447  (204);  hogs  of 
77  to  132  pounds,  360  (276).

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UNITED  KINGDOM' S  CROP  CONDITION  "»      .  ■  ' 

CONTINUES  FAVORABLE  .   .  / 

■The  weather  continued  favorable  for,  crops  during  May,  following  a 
cold  spell  at  'the'  "beginning  of  the  month.    Fallrsown  grains  were  reported 
to  be  strong  and  vigorous  on  June  1.    Growth  of;  spring  grains  was  retarded 
"by  the  cold-  weather  of  early  May,  but  a  good  recovery,  was  reported,  and  the 
condition  of  spring  grains  was  said  to  be  generally,  good- at  the  beginning 
of  June.    Also  see  Foreign  Crops  and  Markets,  June  21,  1943). 


WORLD  OATS  PRODUCTION  IN  1942  HEAR  RECORD  .   .   .  <_'.,- 

World  production  of  oats  in  1942  is  placed  at.  the  .near-record  figure 
of  4.8  billion  bushels,  according  to  estimates -made  .in  .the  Off-ice  of  Foreign 
Agricultural  Relations.    The  1942  total  was  estimated,  .to  .be.  about  14  percent 
above  the  1941  harvest  and  11  percent  above  the  average  for.  the  ■  pre-^ar 
period  1933-1937.  •  . 

The  world  acreage  was  only  slightly  larger,  than.,  the .  1933-1937  average, 
though  about  12  percent  above  the  low  acreage  of  1941.    Rer-acre  yields  in 
1942  are. thus  indicated  to  have  been  high,  contributing  to  the  large  outturn. 
The  largest  acreage  gains  are  noted  for  Europe. "  -Increased  spring  seedings  of 
feed  grains  were  made  in  many  areas  where  reseeding  was  necessary  following 
heavy  damage  to  fall  wheat  during  the  severe  winter  of  .19.42.-    Damage  was  re- 
ported as  especially  heavy  in  Denmark,  Germany,  and  parts  of  central  and 
southeastern  Europe.  •   ■  !>.'.  ' 

A  considerable  gain  in] acreage  was  also  made  in  North  America  due  to 
the  increase  of  1.5-  million  abres  in  Canada.     In  addition  to  the  acreage 
increase,  .  high  yields  in  both]  the  United  States  and  Canada  were- largely  • 
responsible  for  the  increased; product  ion.    The  record  production- in  North 
America  was  the  outstanding  feature  of  the  1942  year. . .The -harvest  in  the 
United  States  was  about  175  million  bushels  or  15  percent  larger  than  in 
1941  despite  a  slight  decrease  in  acreage.     In  Canada  the  crop  was  almost 
90  percent  larger  than  that  of  the  previous  year,  though  acreage  was  in- 
creased only  about  12  percent.1    Exceptionally  favorable  weather  conditions 
in  the  important  producting  areas  made  these  yields  possible. 

The  crop  in  continental  Europe  was  almost  9  percent  larger  than 
the  1941  production  on  an  acreage  estimated  to  have  been  increased  about 
6  percent.'    A  reduction'  in  both  the  area  and  the  outturn,  of  oats  in  the 
Soviet  Union  is  indicated  largely  as  the  result  of  decreases  reported  for 
the  occupied  or  war  areas.     In  Asia,  Africa,  South  America,  and  Oceania, 
oats, are  not  of  major  importance,  and'area  and  production  changes  within 
these  areas  had  little  effect  upon  the  world  totals.

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EGYPT  FORECASTS  RECORD  \  ., 

BARLEY  CROP  ...  :,  ,.  / 

The  1943  barley  crop,  in  Egypt  is  placed  at  15,  5624000.  "bushels, 
according  to  a  report  received  in  the  Office  of  Foreign,. Agricultural 
Relations.    At  that  level 'the  production  is  indicated  to  be  a  record  and 
is  substantially  above  the  long-time  average. "  The  acreage,  reported  at 
435,000  acres,  is  also  a  record.    The  increase  in  seedings  is  credited 
to  the  Government 1 s  campaign  to  expand  the  acreage ' devoted  to  food  and 
feed  crops. 

The  crop  is  used  largely  formfeed  in  Egypt,  almost  85  percent 
being  fed  ordinarily,  according  to  estimates.    A  limited  quantity  is  used 
for  malting,  and  the  remainder  is  utilized  as  food.    The  proportion  used 
for  food  this  year  is  expected  to  be  larger,  as  the  Government  has 
recently  announced  a  new  formula  for  war  bread  that  would  incorporate 
10  percent  of  barley  flour  with  wheat.    The  barley  flour  would  replace 
the  former  admixture  of  corn  and  rice  flours  in  the  bread. 

Increased  production,  compared  with  last  year's  large  crop,  makes 
the  quantity  necessary  for  the  10-percent  admixture' available' without  any 
significant  restriction  in,  the  supplies  for  feed.  ' Substitution  of  barley 
for  corn  in  the. flour  will  free  a  considerable  amount  of  corn,  which  has 
been  reported  in  short  supply. 


■ECUADOR  NO  LONGER  REQUIRES 
RICE  EXPORT  LICENSE'  . 

An  executive  decree,  effective  June  1, " granted' the  exportation  of 
rice  from  Ecuador  without  a  special' license  from' the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture.    Exports  of  81  million  pounds  of' rice  are  to  be.  allowed  up  to 
June  1,  1944. 

To  maintain  domestic  supplies,  exporters  can  ship  only  rice 
obtained  directly  from  hulling  mills,  the  shipments  of  rice  in  public  » 
markets  destined  for  consumption  being  forbidden.     It  is  further  pro- 
vided that  if  exports  result  in  any  abnormal  price  changes,  the  export 
authorization  may  be  immediately  cancelled. 

The  policy  of  the  decree  of  October  1942,  which  prohibited  the  free 
exportation  of  rico,  has  held. prices  moderate  and  maintained  a  substantial 
carry-over.     Crop  estimates  indicate  a  harvest  of  from  6,600,000  to 
7,300,000  bushels  in  1943,  a  larger  .crop  than  the  record  production  of 
5,697,000  bushels  last  year,  when  90  million  pounds  were  exported.

Winter . rapeseed  acreage,  for  harvest  in  the  spring  of  1943,  more 
than  tripled  that  of  the  preceding  year,  and  plantings  of  spring  rape  are 
reported  to  be  even  larger,    The  latter  was  introduced  into  Sweden  in  1942 
with  good  results,  having  yielded  about  1,070  pounds  per  acre.    The  aver- 
age yields  per  acre  of  white  mustard,  winter  rape,  flax,  and  poppy  seed, 
in  the  same  year  were  980,  1,400,  890,  and  700  pounds,  respectively.  Ex- 
periments have  proved  that  sunflowers  and  soybeans  are  not  suitable  for 
cultivation  in  Sweden, 

The  Government  has  created  the  present  interest  in  oilseed  crops 
by  guaranteeing  good  prices  and  making  individual  contracts  with  growers. 
Prices  proposed  for  1843  crops  remain  unchanged  with  the  exception  of 
white  mustard  and  spring  rapeseed;  both  have  been  lowered  by  0,10  krona 
per  kilogram  (1,08  cents  per  pound). 
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Although  oilseed  production  has  increased,  and  there  are 
possibilities  of  further  expansion  during  the  war  period,  Sweden  can 
never  "become  self-sufficient  as  in  peacetime  domestic  oils  cannot  com- 
pete with  cheaper  imported  vegetable  oils.    Total  production  of  edible 
vegetable  oils  from  the  19^-2  crops  is  estimated  at  5 •  500 ■  tons,  represent- 
ing less  than  10  percent  of  normal  requirements'  of  the  Swedish  margarine 
industry.    Prior  to  the  outbreak  of  the  present  war,  around  60,000  tons 
were  consumed  in.  the.  manufacture  of  this  product, '.  ^nd  imports  of  oils  for 
the  production  of  soap  aver pged  approximately  ^0,000  tons.

Sweden's  search  for  edible  oils  discloses' the  fact  that  horse 
chestnuts  (Aesculus  hi  Dpocastanum)  are  rich  in  fatty  substances,  starch, 
and  saponin,  of  which  there  is  a  shortage  in  that  country  at  the  present 
time.    The  oil  derived  from  horse  chestnuts  is  reported  to  be  of  high'  " 
quality  'with  a  flavor  similar  to  almond  oil.    The  nuts  contain  about  50 
percent  of  starch  that  can  be  made  into  a  palatable  meal,  which  is  net 
included  in  the  Swedish  rationing  program.    This  meal  also  has  an  almond 
flavor  and  is  suitable  for  confectionery  purposes.    Saponin,  which  ac-  :  "■ 
counts  for  10  percent 'pf  .toe  nut,  is  used  for  foam  fire-exti.nguishing' :  '  - 
solutions;  this -ingredient  was  formerly  imported. 

Some  months  ago.  it,  was  reported  that  plans  were  under  way  to  * 
build  a  'factory  in  the  southern  part  of  Sweden.    The  processing,  capacity 
would-  be  'approximately  1.  ton  of  horse  chestnuts  daily.

COTTON  ACREAGE  INCREASED 
IN  SPAIN    .  .  . 

Authorizations  granted  for  cotton  planting  in  Spain  in  19^3  are 
reported  unofficially  to  have  reached  52,  300  hectares,  or  approximately 
129,230  acres.    As  most  of  the  cotton  is  planted  in  March  and  April,  few 
additional  requests  are  expected.    Last  year's  planting  slightly  exceed- 
ed 100,000  acres,  and  the  total  yield  of  fiber  was  equivalent  to  20,450 
bales  of  4-78  pounds. 

The  largest  change  in  acreage  this  year  is  in  the  First  Zone, 
where  authorizations  to  date  exceed  the  20  ,  260  acres  planted  last  year 
by  15,57°,  or  ~J&,Z  percent.    The  Second  Zone  reports  42,000  acres  com- 
pared with  36,320  last  year,  and  the  Third  Zone  46,950  compared  with 
*40,770.    The  Fourth  Zone  is  small,  and  the  new  acreage  of  4,450  is  an 
increase  over  the  preceding  year  of  71*4  percent. 

In  recent  years  imports  of  cotton  into  Spain' have  been  below  the 
average  of  years  immediately  preceding  the  Civil  War.    The  period  of 
greatest  imports-  includes  the  5  years  from  1931  through  1935.  when  average 
annual  imports  reached  the  equivalent  of  446,800  bales  of  478  pounds. 
Only  230,500  bales  were  brought  into  -the  country  in  19^1,  and  301,300  in 
1942.    Shipping  conditions  have  improved,  but  mill  consumption  is  still 
considerably  below  the  1931-1935  average.    During  the  peak  consumption 
period,  production  averaged  less  than  6,000  bales  annually  and  exports 
slightly  more,  than  6,000. 

Stocks- on  hand  at  the  end  of  April  1 943  were  approximately  38,000 
bales..  The  new  crop  of  Spanish  cotton  will  not  be  on  the  market  before 
September.       •  ;  ; 


HIGH  FLAX  PRODUCTION  GOAL 

IN  NORTHERN  IRELAND    ...  ; 

The  Government .goal  for  flax  production  in  Northern  Ireland  in 
19^3  continues  at  100  ,.000 -acres.    Only '70,000  .acres  were  "actually  planted, 
last  yegjr,  with  22,000  farmers  participating.    It  is  hoped  that  this 
year's  area  will  be  at  least  "0,000  acres  planted  by  about  4o,000  farmers. 
The  United  Kingdom  has:  approximately  18,000  acres  under  cultivation,  in- 
cluding '8,000  in  Scotland.    Ireland  has  about  30,000  acres.    The  total  of 
12S;000  acres  throughout  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  although  an  increase 
of  12,000  .acres  over  last  year,  is  far  short  of  the  300,000  acres  needed 
to  keep  the  linen  industry  operating  at  capacity.

UNITED  KINGDOM  WOOL  INDUSTRY 
DELIBERATELY  SLOiTED  DOWN  .   .  . 


Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  United  Kingdom  has  access  to 
large  supplies  of  raw  wool,  the  Wool  Control  is  practicing  strict  economy, 
not  only  in  the  allocation  of  raw  material  to  mills,  hut  also  in  the  ra- 
tioning of  cloth  to  clothing  manufacturers.    Emphasis  continues  to  he  on 
the  production  of  utility  cloth  for  civilian  purposes. 

In  order  to  he  sure  of  continued  incoming  supplies  of  raw  material, 
the  United  Kingdom  Ministry  of  Supply  has  again  requisitioned  the  British 
clip  for  19^3,  by  the  Control  of  Wool  Order  (No.  20  )  19^3.  which  hecame 
effective  June  5.  19^3.    This  is  the  fourth  year  that  the 'Government  has 
purchased  the  entire  wool  clip.    Soon  after  the  outbreak  of  the  war  the 
"balance  of  the  1939  clip,  still  in  the  hands  of  farmers,  was  purchased  at 
prices  which  were  closely  related  to  the  open-market  price. 

■  Prices  to  he  paid  to  growers  hy  the  Wool  Control  for  the  19^3  dip 
are  approximately  the  same  as  were  paid  in  19^2.    The  19*+0  prices  were 
subsidized  to  an  appreciahle  extent  hy  the  ministry  of  Agriculture.  This 
year's  prices  represent  an  advance  of  about  70  percent  on  the  requisition 
prices  of  1939*

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The  British  wool  clip.,  while  relatively  large  in  comparison  with 
that  of  other  European  countries,  furnishes  only  a.  small  portion  of  nor- 
mal consumption.    During  the  5  pre-war  years  domestic  production  supplied 
only  16  percent  of  the  total  quantity  of  raw  wool  retained  for  consumption. 
Consumption  was  unusually  large  in  1940  hut  since  then  has  obviously 
declined  somewhat. 

British  trade  figures  have  not  "been  made  available  since  the  war 
began,  but  exports  from  Australia,  New  Zealand,  and  the  Union  of  South 
Africa  to  the  United  Kingdom  are  known  to  have  been  increased  materially 
in  1941-1+2  and  1942-43  above  the  low  level  to  which  they  fell  in  1940-41. 
Britain  made  sure  of  having  plenty  of  wool  available  when,  upon  the  out- 
break of  war,  the  British  Government  purchased  the  wool  clips  of  Australia 
and  New  Zealand  outright  for  the  duration  and  one  clip  thereafter  and 
also  purchased  the  South  African  in  1940-41  on  the  same  basis.  These 
three  countries  in  pre-war  years  supplied  approximately  ~(6  percent  of  the 
United  Kingdom's  imports.    Exports  from  these  three  countries  to  the  United 
Kingdom  reached  almost  pre-war  proportions  in  1941-4-2. 

The  United  Kingdom  has  obtained  import  requirements  of  fine  wools 
from  Australia  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  the  percentage  from  the 
latter  country  being  larger  than  in  the  pre-war  period  when  Germany  was 
an  important  buyer  of  South  African  wool.     Import  requirements  of  medium 
wools  have  been  principally  from  New  Zealand. 

Australian  wool  exports  directly  to  the  United  Kingdom  the  first 
10  months  of  1942-43  (July- .April)  showed  an  increase  of  46"  percent  above 
the  same  period  of  19^1-^2.    Statistics  of  experts  from  the  Union  of 
South  Africa  by  countries  are  not  available  for  recent,  war  years.  There 
was  a  decided  decrease  in  the  wool  declared  at  consulates  for  export  to 
the  United  States  in  1942-43  and  as  production  was  net  greatly  different 
from  19^1-^2,  it  is  assumed  that  more  wool  has  gone  to  the  United  Kingdom* 

Exports  of  New  Zealand  wool  for  the  first  8  months  of  the  season 
showed  an  increase  of  38  percent  as  comoared  with  the  same  neriod  of 

exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  represented  5&'  percent  of  total 
exports  in  the  five  pre-war  seasons,  but  the  percentage  has  increased. 

Wartime  mill  consumption  in  the  United  Kingdom  has  evidently  passed 
its  peak  as  there  is  no  comparison  between  present  activity  and  that  which 
occurred  between  the  beginning  of  the  war  and  the  midyear  months  of  1942. 
Many  factors  point  to  this  conclusion,  among  them I     (l)  The  smaller 
civilian  ratios  beginning  in  March  1943,   (2)  the  warning  to  manufacturers 
that  allocations  for  utility  cloth  for  the  May-August  period  mijSht  be  in- 
adequate to  maintain  existing  rate  of  garment  production,   (3)  Government 
orders  insuff icient  to  replace  those  completed  or  nearing  completion, 
(4)  lower  export  trade  allocations  in  piecegoods,   (5)  less  wool  issued 
for  sorting  and  combing,    (o)  recent  inclusion  of  woolen  wastes  in  list  of 
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rationed  raw  materials  resulting '-^in  smaller  total  supplies  at  woolen 

mills,         wool  industry  instructed  to  release ''substantial  numbers  of 

workers  for  munitions  projects,  and  (g)  period  of  validity  of  clothing 
coupons  extended. 

■       Although  no  official  information  is  available  concerning  the 
quantity  of  wool  manufactures  produced  so  far  for  the  armed  forces  and 
civilian  consumption,  the  recent  decline  in  Government  contracts  leads  to 
the  conclusion  that  an  adequate  reserve  of  clothing  for  the  armed  forces 
has  been  built  up  in  Government  warehouses. 

A  policy  of  strict  economy  in  cloth  production  for  the  domestic 
market  has  also  been  decided  upon  by  the  Government  unless  some  unfore- 
seen emergency  arises.    The  plan  drawn  up  for  the  wool  industry  appears 
to  be  a.  concentration  upon  wartime  essentials  on  a  smaller  scale  during 
the  next  few  months. 

The  most  urgent  problem  now  is  the  relationship  between  the 
reduced  supply  of  labor  and  the  required  output  for  Government,  export, 
and  home  trade.    The  Wool  Control  is  exercising  close  supervision  of  the 
industry  and  if  an  excess  of  workers  is  noticed  they  will  be  withdrawn 
from  the  mills  in  the  second  naif  of  the  year.    Before  the  war  the 
British  wool  industry  employed  about  226,000  workers.    .Reliable  sources 
believe  that  there  are  not  more  than  one-third  of  that  number  now  employed 
in  the  industry. 

The  Wool  Control  has  been  busy  in  recent  weeks  in  planning  allo- 
cations of  raw  materials  and  rations  of  goods  to  different  clothing 
manufacturers  for  the  July-October  period.    Wool  cloth  manufacturers  in 
the  United  Kingdom  have  been  given  a.  provisional  estimate  of  civilian 
raw  wool  rations  for  the  July-October  19^3  rationing  period. 

The  individual  estimates  may  be  reduced  by  as  much  as  5  percent 
when  further  information  is  available  to  the  Rationing  Committee  and  may 
be  further  reduced  by  adjustments  privately  furnished  manufacturers.  A 
footnote  to  each  ration  states  that  15  percent  of  the  estimated  ration 
may  be  required  for  a  purpose  to  be  indicated  during  the  next  few  weeks. 
Where  not  required,  individual  manufacturers  will  be  informed  and  the 
weight  of  the  material  affected  will  be  available  for  the  manufacture  of 
utility  or  nonutility  fabrics. 

•  Early  in  June  woolen  cloth  manufacturers  were  informed  by  the 
Wool  Control  that  additional  yardages  of  certain  utility  cloths  would 
be  required  during  the  March-June  rationing  period.     It  is  believed  that 
the  request  for  additional  yardages  was  due  to  lack  of  interest  in  "some 
of  the  lower  qualities  of  cloth  in  the  Board  of  Trade  Utility  Clothing 
program.    In  order  to  fulfill  these  additional  orders  those  who  have  al- 
ready used  their  allotment  of  shoddy  and  cotton  yarn  may  apply  for  the 
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quantity  needed.    A^itional  supplies  of  ]  wool  noils  and  worsted  wastes 
will  not  be  granted,  "but  a  limited  quantity  of  certain  woolen  wnstes  may 
be  available. 

Designated  clothing  manufacturers  were  given -a  preliminary 
allocation  of  utility  wool  cloth  for  the  September-December  garment- 
production  period,  representing  approximately  one-half  of  their  total 
cloth  rations  for  that  period;  a  final  allocation  may  be  made  in  about 
2  months'  time.    C3|»^hing  manufacturers  were  requested  to  place  orders 
for  cloth  under  this  allocation  as  soon  as  possible  in  order  that  cloth 
manufacturers  might  apply  to  the-  Wool  Control  for  the  necessary  raw 
materials  not  later  than  June  18,  19^3» 

Wool  cloth  and  blanket  allocations  for  the  export  market  for  the 
fifth  period,  June-September  19^3i  were  issued  the  week  of  May  25.  Trade 
sources  indicate  that  in  many  cases  allocations  are  lower  than  issued  for 
the  previous  period  February-May.  •  The  right  to  apply  to  the  Wool  Control 
for  raw  material  for  these  allocations  expires  August  lk, .19^3.  Exports 
of  cloth  and  yarn  in  19*+2  were  smaller  in  every  category  than  in  19*+1. 

British  cloth  manufacturers  for  the  civilian  tr^de  have  had  a 
stabilized  price  for  raw  material  for  over  a  period  of  3  full  years.  The 
price  of  wool  sold  to  manufacturers  for  the  export  trade,  however,  was 
increased  20"  percent  last  July. 

The  orders  now  in  effect  for  purchasing  raw  material  for  the  home 
civilian  trade  and  for  the  export  trade  are  as  follow:     (l)  For  the  home 
civilian  trade,  Home  Issue  Prices  No.  13  and  No.  14,  which  became  effec- 
tive on  September  1,  19^*0,  ■•will  be  paid  fo,r  the  July-October  19^3  ration- 
ing period.     (2)  For  export  trade,  Issue  Prices  No.  i'J  and 'No.  18,  which 
first  went  into  effect  July  1,  19^2,  are  still  being  paid.     (J)  Prices  of 
wool  and  tops  sold  by  the  Wool  Control  for  export  in  existing  state  are 
2.5  percent  higher  than  Issue  Prices  No.  1]  and  No.  IS.   ^For  example, 
manufacturers  for  the  home- civilian  trade,  can  obtain  70 1  i s"  fine  combing 
colonial  wool  at  69"  Jo  cents  a  pound,  whereas  ifvpurchased  for  making 
garments  for  the  export  trade  it  is  necessary  to  pay  83«62  cents  for  the 
same  type  and  grade.    Prices  of  wool  sold  in  its  existing  state  for  export 
would  be  2.5  percent  higher  than  this  later  price. 

Last  spring  when  the  British  Government  awarded  a  15  percent 
increase  in  the  price  for  raw  wool  to  Australia,  New  Zealand,  and  the 
Union  of  South  Africa,  it  was  expected  by  cloth  manufacturers  that  the 
increase  would  be  passed  on  to  those  manufacturing  for  the  civilian  trade. 
This  has  not  as  yet  been  done,  however,  and  it  appears  that  manufacturers 
of  wool  products  for  sale  on  the  domestic  market  are  being  given  the 
benefit  of  a  subsidy  on.  raw  material  costs.
